Mr. GLADSTONE introduced the Irish Land 
billin the House of Commons yesterday. He 
said the measure was demanded in order 
that the cultivators of the soil may enjoy se- 
curity and the fruit of their labors, on con- 
dition of paying fair rent. The bill, he said, 
was based on the reports of the Beesborough 
and Richmond Commissions. It provides 
that a tenant may sell the interest in 
his holding, subject to the reasonable 
veto of the landlord; that rents shall 
be fixed by a Land Court wherever 
the landlord and tenant cannot agree, but 
the Court will not interfere in cases where 
they do agree. This Court will also have to 
determine on the landlord's right of veto on 
the assignment of interest on a farm. Power 
to contract out of the act is given where the 
rental exceeds $1,000 per annum. The Land 
Court will consist of one Judge or ex- 
Judge of the Irish Courts and two 
persons having practical knowledge of 
the relations between landlords and tenants. 
Sub-Courts may be established by the Cen- 
tral Court. The bill also empowers this 
Land Court to buy estates which landlords 
are willing to sell, and resell them to the 
tenants, the title in the lands to be vested in 
the Court, so as to guarantee payment, and 
to prevent subdivision. Advances will also 
be made to owners, tenants, and solvent com- 
panies for the reclaiming of waste lands, or 
other agricultural improvements, the ad- 
vance not to be greater than the amount 
to be laid out by the tenant, landlord, 
or company to which it is advanced. Ad- 
vances will also be made to assist emigration.

SITTING BULL. 


It Is Again Announced that This Fa- 
mous Indian Will Surrender. 

Telegrams received at military headquarters 
yesterday indicate that Sitting Bull and his hos- 
tile Sioux will soon be receiving rations from 
the Indian Department and laying in a stock of 
ammunition for the next outbreak. Capt. Reed 
telegraphs from Poplar River, under date of 
March 29, as follows: 

Two of the Indians sent out by Maj. Brother- 
ton in February arrived here to-night with nine 
bucks from Sitting Bull’s camp. They report 
that twenty-six lodges, numbering about 200 
souls, of whom over fifty are bucks, 
are within fifty miles of here, en 
route to Buford to surrender, and that 
they are ina starving condition. Maj. Crozier, 
of the Canadian Mounted Police, writes me that 
these people left Wood Mountafn with the in- 
tention of, surrendering in taith, but he 
believes they may be easily induced to change 
their minds. I send to-morrow an escort with 
rations and transportation to meet them. Alli- 
son accompanies it. The Indians who arrived 
to-pigbt are quartered in my camp. They came 
on foot and report few jes but plenty of 
runs in the camp. Lone Dog is said to be in 
cha of the party.” 

Mal. Brotherton subsequently telegraphs from 
Fort Buford, under date of April 4, as follows: 

“I have just bear’ from Scout Allison, by 
courier from Poplar River, two of the tour 
indians I sent to a. ‘scamp arrived at 
Poplar River on the 2d, accompanied by nine 
hostiles from Sitting-Bull's camp, and report a 
camp consisting of 200 souls, fifty miles out from 
Poplar River, en route to Fort Buford to surren- 
der. The camp is moving slowly, and will reach 
Poplar Grove about the 6th, Sitting-Buli prom- 
ises to follow as soon as the ground dries out 
enough to make the traveling good. I will start 
transportation and provisions to Poplar Grove 
in the morning to meet them.

PULLMAN PALACE-CAR COMPANY 

A very voluminous bill was filed yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the United States Circuit Court by 
the Pullman Palace-Car Company against the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, asking for 
an account. The bill charges that on the Ist of 


‘October, 1870, an agreement was made between. 


the parties by which the Palace-Car Company 
was to furnish the necessary number of draw- 
ing-room and sleeping cars for the trasportation 


of passengers to meet the requirements of trav- 


elers over the road, or over the lines it might 
control by lease. Complainant was to keep the 
carpets, upholstering, and bedding of each car in 
good order and repair, and renew the same when 
at its own expense, except such 
as should be rendered necessary by reason of ac- 
cident or casualty to the cars while running on 
the road. The railroad company was to have 
the sleeping and drawing-room cars, with the 
passenger trains, on its own lines and on all 
roads which it then controlled, and also on the 
passenger trains on which, by ita contracts with 
other roads, it had the right to use such cars. It 
was also to furn®h at its own e 
for the cars, the material for t

and so much of the general expenses of the com- 
plainant were to be added to the specific ex- 
peases for the cars running on defendant's lines 
us the number of cars running on defendant's 
lines were to the whole number of cars run by 
complainant on all of the lines operated by it. 
The equipment and cars were to become the Joint 
property of the two parties, and the contract 
was to run ten years, or to October, 1880. Dur- 
— that time the parties became the joint own- 
ers of thirty sleeping-cars and three drawing- 
room cars, one which, the Baltimore,“ was 
burned some time ago. 

The contract also provided that when it ex- 
pired by limitation three arbitrators should be 
appointed experienced in the value of this kind 
of property, who should appraise the value of 
the sleeping-cars and equipment, and whose 
unanimous decision should be final. Messrs. J. 
T. Gauze, J. J. De Gollyer, and J. N. Kalbaugh 
were chosen as such committee, but the two 
chosen by the parties themselves wasted months 
in selecting a third, and then the three failed to 

among themselves, and their labors proved 
abortive. It was agreed the cars and — — 
ment should go into the bands of thé appra re 
but since their work came to naught this fel 
through, and since the Ist of Novem last, the 
contract hav been extended a month by 
ment, the cars have been standing idle in 
defendant’s possession, rapidly deteriorat- 
ing in value, exposed to the weather, and earn- 
thing.

abie manner, but disputes have arisen as to the 
amount due from one tothe other, and an amica- 
ble settlement seems impvossibic. 

It is charged that the railroad y has 
fuiled, in a great measure, to keep the cars in 
repair or in good running order, or to make re- 

als carpets, upholstering, and bed- 
„ and that it would now require 
to make good the damage. One- 
half of this amount should be paid by the de- 
fendant. In November, 1875, the original con- 
tract was modified so that the complainant was 
to operate a line of sleeping-cars between Chi- 
cago Jersey City, to be run over the de- 
fendant’s line from Chicago to Shelby 
Junction, a distance of 285 miles, and 
to furnish the necessa cars, and the 
railroad company, instend of paymg the 
running expenses, etc., was to pay three cents a 
mile on every mile run by each car. This con- 
tract continued in force from November, 1875, to 
mber. 1876, when it was rescinded at de- 
fendant’s request. During this time there were 
from ten to twenty cars run. The number of 
miles run was 471,88, on which the mileage was 
$14,156.55, which the railroad company bas neg- 
lected to pay. A numqer of extra cars were 
also furnished which were to be paid for ata 
reasonable rate, and at the rate of three cents 
a mile, which complainant claims was reason- 
able, there would be $1,308 more due it. 

The bill then goes on to give a number of 
other items on which divers sums have accrued 
to complainant, but which the railroad 

has negiected or refused to 
pay. y the contract the Palace 

‘ar Company was to have the entire gross re- 
ceipts from the sale of berths and seats in all 
sleeping-cars owned by it, and not belonging to 

held incommon. It iscomplained 
870 and 1874, the defendant re- 
ceived $25,911.92 from this source, which it bas 
failed to I. over. In 1874 two extra oars were 
taken o e Orange, Alexandria & Manassas 
Railroad, and, after being extensively repaired 
and * were t on defendant's line. 
There is a dispute as to the cost of the repairs, 
ete.. but complainant fixes it at $15,000, which 
it also asks defendant to pay. Under con- 
tract the latter was to be liable for cars de- 
stroyed by accident or casualty. On the lith of 
November, 1878, one sleeping-car was destroyed 
near Patterson Creek station, for which 
the railroad $5,250, or 
half its baggage was 
also lost valued at $482.94,a moiety of which 
likewise should be borne by the railroad com- 
ny. There is also $700 due for two cars used 

n October, 1874, and $48 for the use of a car in 
October, 1879. In July and August, 1877, while 
the railroad strikes were in progress, a number 
of complainant’s cars were used by the railroad 
company for transporting and lodging many of 
its — Ns while protecting its property, and 
the complainant thinks one-half the value of 
such car-service of $1,425 should be borne by 
the defendant. Other items of similar character 
are $1,300 due on a joint contract between com- 
plainant, defendant, the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
and the Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore 
Railroad for the use of cars, of $4,722.84 for 104 par- 
lor chairs supplied in 1874 for parlor cars, of $5,320 
due on coupon tickets sold for complainaat’s 
account, and of $1,011 paid for tickets furnished 
to complainant's private detectives over the 
road, which should be repaid, and of $3,320 due 

on sundry other accounts for small items. 

In conclusion the complainant asks that the 
railroad company be compelled to account for 
the value of thethirty-two cars furnished un- 
der the original contract, that a settlement may 
be had of all the matters in controversy as 
above stated, and the defendant compelled to 
pay whatever is due from it, and that in the 
ineantime a Receiver may be appointed to take 
cherge of the cars 0 property which 
ig the subject of litigation.

WHAT THE INTERVIEWED GAID. 

A journal that was sour and cold in the re 
cent municipal campaign because Mr. Clark 
was not an original Third-Termer,“ and 
which secretiy rejoices at the defeat of the 
Republican ticket, devoted a page of its 
space to interviews yesterday with everybody 
suspected of not being consumed with grief 
at Clark’s defeat. 

The striking thing about this selected list 
of interviews is the pious regret which per- 
vades them in view of the fact that Tan 
TRIBUNE was plaln-spoken in characterizing 
Mayor Harrison’s non-enforcement policy in 
regard to gambling-hells and saloon-brothels.

THE WEST SIDE HORSE-CAR STRIKE. 

It is very plain that the sympathy of the 
public is, almost without exception, ranged 
on the side of the conductors and drivers of 
the West Side horse-cars, who inaugurated 
their strike yesterday morning. Public sym- 
pathy could not be subjected to a more severe 
test than that which requires a man to walk 
several miles to his place: of business when 
he has been accustomed to ride and read his 
morning-newspaper en route. But, notwith- 
standing the personal discomfort resulting 
from the strike, there was scarcely a single 
expression of disapproval at the stand taken 
by the Grivers and conductors. The people 
gave vent to their spleen by freely denoun- 
cing the West Division Railway Company, 
and even expressed a willingness to endure 
their passing discomfort if the “boys” could 
thereby carry their point. 

The verdict of the public in cases like tne

„ cai company can procure the services of 
men fourteen hours a day, in good weather 
and bad, during night and day, at a rate but 
little higher than that paid the common hod- 
carrier’ said company is entitled to its ad- 
vantage. The reasons for this state of things, 
which ordinarily exists, are very simple. 
Men flock to the cities in great aumbers who 
are neither skilled mechanics nor trained 
clerks, nor yet accustomed to hard manual 
labor. Driving horses along a track, with a 
brake to control them, or collecting fares 
which are registered by a beli-punch, is 
a kind of work which can be done by almost 
any one of ordinary intelligence. Either 
avoeation has the appearance of ease, and 
both are sought for by the classes named, 
even though the wages afford a bare sub- 
sistence. As men find better employment 
they drop off, and give way to the crowd of 
others in search of any light work that will 
tide them over till something better offers. 
The consequence is that, as a rule, the car 


‘companies have hundreds of applications on 


their books ef persons anxious for those 
situations at the low wages, and do not recog- 
nize any claim upon them by their present 
employés for an increase of compensation. 
here is a middle view to be taken. Not- 
withstanding the apparent abundance of ap- 
— for the positions of drivers and 
conductors on the horse-cars at minimum 
wages, the horse-rallway companies cannot 
rely upon filling up their entire force at any 
moment of disagreement with their employés. 
The managers of the West Division road 
discovered this fact yesterday. ‘There are 
always men out of a job who are willing to 
take the places of those who drop 
out one by one for reasons  satis- 
factory to both parties; but such men 


do not contemplate steady service, and are 


not willing, in ¢ase of a general strike, to 
face the odium of taking the places of the 
strikers at ridiculously low wages. Hence 
the horse-car managers should recognize the 
propriety and advisability of regulating the 
compensation they allow their employés by 
the current rates paid fora similar class of 
service in other pursuits, in which hours, 
and exposure, and responsibility should be 
properly estimated. 

There is another reason why such a rule 
should be adopted. The public has a strong 
claim upon the street-railways for efficient 
service and polite attention. The franchises 
enjoyed by these corporations ought to assure 
at least that much. But itis unreasonable 
to expect such service and attention from a 
class of underpaid, dissatisfied men, who 
consent to run the borse-cars only as a make- 
shift until they can obtain other and better 
employment. In justice to the public, there- 
fore, the horse-car companies should pay 
their drivers and conductors fair wages, and 
thus provide a corps of experienced, efficient, 
and faithful men, who will feel an interest in 
their business. 

The sympathy of the public with the West 
Side conductors and drivers was increased 
by other circumstances than those which 
have been mentioned. The winter has been 
unusually long and severe. The large 
amount of snow and ice has been exceeding- 
ly embarrassing to the street-car companies. 
It had been supposed that the corporations 
sustained the loss incident to frequent stop- 
pages and prolonged runs. Companies of 
capitalists take such risks when they organ- 
ize railroad or other enterprises. The street- 
railway companies of Chicago can well af- 
furd to bear up under occasional diminution 
of their profits, for their stock yields divi- 
dends out of all proportion to the average 
rate of interest. When it was discovered 
that the West-Side Company sought to 
saddle upon their employés (whom they 
were paying barely living wages at 
the best) a part of the losses inci- 
dent to stormy weather, though the labor 
of these employés was increased thereby, 
there was considerable reason for public in- 
dignation as well as unitea protest on the 
part of the employés. Hereafter the car 
companies will appeal to the public in vain 
in case of a strike unless the demands of 
their employés be clearly extravagant and 
unreasonable. The condition of their busi- 
ness will always enable them to secure the 
services of drivers and conductors ata low 
rate. But the car companies must not try to 
squeeze the men below the lowest mark. 
Moreover, they should allow for the deposits, 
the uniforms, the neat appearance, the intel- 
ligence, the politeness, the responsibility, and 
the strict compliance with rigid rules which 
the managers require from their drivers and 
conductors, and take into account their own 
corporate obligations to the public. 

AMERICAN DAIRY PRODUCTS. 

The export of dairy products from New 
York for the ten months from May 1, 1880, 
to March 31, 1881, were as follows: 


Butter, pounds 
Cheese, pounds 


During the same period no less than 10,419,- 
982 pounds of oleomargarine were exported. 

From an address made by President F. D. 
Moulton, of the International Dairy Associa- 
tion, we learn some facts concerning the 
growth and magnitude of the dairy business 
of the United States. Thirty years ago dairy- 
ing had not begun to be a special industry in 
this country, and about ten years ago New 
York and Ohio were the only. recognized 
dairy States, and Canada imported her cheese. 
Within ten years, a dairy writer limited the 
territory suitable for dairying purposes to a 
narrow belt running across the States of Ver- 
mont and New York, taking in two cou 
in Pennsylvania, the northern part of Ohle. 
anarrow strip in Southern Michigan and 
Northern Indiana, and a small section of 
lilinois and Wisconsin. There were then a 
few creameries in New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Illinois. Nowthe dairy belt includes 
nearly all of Vermont and New York, all of 
Northern Ohio, large parts of Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, and Indiana, and haif of Wiscon- 
sin and Illinois. It has crossed the Missis- 
sippi, and 100 milessquare of Iowa is athrifty 
and important butter and cheese district. 
Minnesota has also become a large producer 
of butter and cheese; Northern Missouri and 
Kansas and Nebraska are also largely en- 
gaged in the business. Creameries have be- 
come the rule and have taken the place of 
the private dairies. New York produced in 
i875 agricultural products to the value of 
$75,000,000,—and in the same year the value 
ofthe milk, butter, and cheese produced in 
the State was $50,000,000, 

Mr. Moulton declares that the manufacture 
of oleomargarine and other fraudulent sub- 
stitutes for butter has largely injured the trade 
in honest dairy productions. On this point he 
states that our exports of butter in 1878 were 
23,000,000 pounds, and in 1880 were 28,000,- 
000 pounds, an increase of about W per cent; 
but in the meantime we had exported 25,000,- 
000 pounds of oleomargarince, in addition to 
oleo oil, which is manufactured on the other 
side. He claims that instead of exporting lu 
1880 only 28,000,000 pounds of butter, we 
would have exported 50,000,000 pounds had 
it not been for the exportation of the fraud- 
ulent article. Our foreign trade in cheese 
has grown to 135,000,000 pounds, while the 
exports of butter have increased but slowly.

ONE CURSE OF GREAT CITIES. 

The current issue of Puck devotes one of 
its principal cartoons to a popular inconsist- 
ency which has grown to be a public evil— 
namely: the hérding of the lower classes in 
the large cities. The foreground represents 
a street with dilapidated, tumble-down tene- 
ment houses on either side. The basements 
are occupied by lager beer and liquor saloons, 
and prominent among them an undertaker’s 
shop. The floors above swarm with wretched 
creatures, wrangling with each other in the 
windows, emptying down chamber and 
kitehen slops into the street, and hanging 
out their filthy clothing. In the street itself 
men and women are carrying pitchers and 
jugs from the rum-shops to their rooms, and 
the half-clad children are playing in the 
hideous conglomeration of mud, sewage, 
rotten straw, bones, tin cans, dead cats, and 
all manner of filth, while a hearse stands 
suggestively just round the corner. The 
contrast is shown in the background, which 
is a scene made up of wooded hills, sunlight, 
distant water, a clear blue sky, and a village 
of pleasant, cozy little cottages, each with 
its little garden-plot, and intersected by 
an elevated railway. In the midst of 
the filthy street, Puck is interviewing a 
capitalist, and says to him: “ Why not build 
$1,000 cottages and let them to our laboring 
classes at $12 a month, so that they may 
breathe pure air,—it would be a paying in- 
vestment ?’ to which the capitalist replies: 
My dear fellow, they wouldn't live in them 
if I did. Even if they have to lodge over a 
stable or a gin-mill, they won't leave the 
city.“ The capitalist is absolutely right. 
Puck has never uttered 3 greater truth. 
„They won't leave the city.” As Puck says 
in its own comments: “On Long Island and 
in New Jersey land is cheap. The prosperous 
workingman may buy, the struggling laborer 
may rent a comfortable home for less than 
he pays for his ill-lighted, ill-ventilated 
tenement-house room in the Sixth Ward of 
New York. Yet the workingman lives in 
New York, a prey to disease, half-buried in 
dirt, uncomfortable, unhealthy, with nothing 
to make him spend his evenings at home, 
with everything to make him spend them in 
the whisky and beer 5 purl 

This evil, however, is not confined to New 
York. In proportion to population Chicago 
is suffering from the same evil. There is in 
every large city, besides the workingmen, a 
class of ignorant, filthy, besotted, half-civil- 
ized people, who pick up what they can get 
during the day and squander it at nightin 
gin-mills and whisky-shops, and who always 
herd together in close proximity to a drunk- 
ard factory. They are packed together in 
some filthy tenement-house like hogs in a 
car. Their squalid lodgings are the breeding- 
places of disease, and in every time of epi- 
demic it sweeps among them like fire through 
stubble. They are the breeding-places of 
crime as well as of disease, and keep the 
public constantly busy. Children die of the 
foul air and contagion in swarms, and 
hundreds of the little wretches never know 
what the sunlight and pure air mean. Chi- 
cago is full of these places. They abound 
all along both branches of the river. It is 
as true here as elsewhere that one-haif of 
the people of this city do not know 
how the other half live. A multitude of 
people in Chicago are living in rooms that 
never have pureair in them, and scarcely 
any sunlight, that are constantly filled with 
the malaria of the drains, that are nastier 
than hog-pens, that are alive with vermin, 
and in every one of these squalid centres, 
these swampholes of physical and moral 
poison, there is a liquor-shop dealing out its 
equally deadly poison and still further 
besotting and degrading these poor creat- 
ures, and yet they, will not leave them. 
There are plenty of capitalists in Chicago 
who could richly afford to erect neat little 
cottages-in the near suburbs to rent for $10 
or $12 a month, and who would do it if there 
were any demand for them. With cheap 
land there is no reason why these people 
might not live happily and comfortably, 
and more cheaply than they do in 
the city. They could have a little 
ground for a garden, room enough 
for their pig and cow, ample playground for 
their children, and the blessings of pure air 
and health. Instead of availing themselyes 
of such advantages, they prefer to wallow in 
filth, to patronize the gin-mills, and to go to 
Communistic meetings and how! about high 
rents and denounce capital. No influences 
for good ever reach this class, They are 
completely shut out from the world. Any 
newspaper reporter can take you into locali- 
ties in this city that are as completely shut 
out from all the influences of humanity, 
civilization, and ordinary decency as if they 
were located in the middle of Africa. We 
have plenty of agencies for the dissemination 
of knowledge, for the extension of cul- 
chah,” for social ampsement, and for all 
kinds of personal greed and gain, but where 
is the club that will go down into these un- 
derground dens and these aboveground 
®reeding-places of disease and crime and 
grapple with them and induce their wretched 
inmates to better their condition ? 


THE PARIS ‘MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

We printed some days ago the text of the 
program or formal presentation of the 
scheme for the establishment of bimetallism 
which is to be laid before the Monetary Con- 
ference which meets in Paris on the 19th of 
this month. While this’ program has by no 
means been fixed as the exact demand by any 
Government, it is presented as the basis of 
discussion and a general expression of opin- 
len leading up to such conclusion as may 
prove to be generally acceptable. It may 
now be considered certain that England will 
not be a party to the Conference, unlessit be 
through seme agent to represent India. The 
States which will participate are France, the 
United States, Italy, Belzium, Switzerland, 
and perhaps Austria and Spain. Germany 
will certainly be represented, but will not be 
bound by any action of the Conference unless 
it shall meet the Imperial approval. The 
statement of the case on the part of the bi- 
metallists isa very strong one. It presents 
the following points: 

(1) That bimetalllsm is that monetary 
system which consists of the simultaneous 
coining of any quantity of gold and silver on 
the footing of a legal ratio between the 
weight of the monetary unitin gold and the 
same unit in silver, and which until a few 


| years has always been practiced. (2) That 


for nearly a century the principal Continent- 
al mints have coined all gold and silver at 
the legal ratio of 154¢ to 1, whereby alone 
the relative value of the two metals was 
necessarily fixed in the entire world. (3) 
By this universal par of value the gold and 
silver of the entire world formed a single 
mass as homogeneous as if composed of a 
single metal, but with a stability of paying 
power greater than either metal would have 
had if disjoined from the other, and 


wholly curing any irregularity in the 


amount ot either metal produced. (4) This 
universal par in values of the two metals 
has been of the greatest service to mono- 


of the immense contraction of the Lana 
money, a void which cannot be filled with 
the present or any future supply of gold. 
(8) The return to bimetallism and the 
adoption of the ratio of 15 to 1 would have 
the effect of re&stablighing on a solid basis 
the old universal par of value between the 
two metals, enabling international payments 
in silver, and making silver a universal 
money. 

For these reasons an international treaty is 
proposed establishing the ratio of 15}¢ as the 
par of value between gold and silver; each 
State to coin all the silver and gold offered 
for that purpose; gold and silver money shall 
alike be legal tender to any amount in the 
State coining the same; gold and silver to be 
free of import or export duty; this agree- 
ment to continue until 1900, 

What will be the action of Germany is not 
altogether certain.

Germany has had a most costly experience 
of the fact that the supply of gold is wholly 
inadequate to the world’s necessities, and that 
the struggle by one nation to draw it away 
from the others must be perpetual. Germany 
has already more silver—legal-tender—in cir 
culation than has the United States, and 
there is a general demand for more of it. 
The proposed ratio is also now recognized in 
Germany. The only possible objection which 
is urged is the requirement of coinage of all 
the silver presented, 

Of course the monometallic organs of 
Wall street {ndignantly declare that no such 
sensible or rational attempt to secure an un- 
failing supply of metallic nioney, equal to 
the world’s wants, and always at a par value 
between the metals, can ever be adopted. All 
Wall street protests, but the result will hard- 
ly be influenced by blasts from that quarter.

SECRETARY BLAINE’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Prof. Hind’s latest letter on the subject of 
the Canadian fisheries and the excessive and 
fraudulent award under the Treaty of Wash- 
ington should spur the State Department to 
a more imperative demand than has yet been 
made upon the British Government for a re- 
vision of the case and a restitution of the 
money extorted from the American Govern- 
ment by forgery and fraud. It may be that 
the late Administration was deterred from 
pressing for a readjustment of the fisheries 
dispute because it felt that an exposure of 
the methods wherelgy the award was secured 
would be a seriou reflection upon the com- 
petence of the te Department of that 
time. But Sec ry Blaine cannot be gov- 
erned by any such motive. Indeed, he de- 
nounced the conclusions of the Halifax Com- 
mission as unfair, and plainly intimated that 
they had been procured by fraud, before he 
left the Senate for the Cabinet. He should 
follow up his convictions vigorously now he 
is in a position to give them executive ex- 
pression. It is possible that any proposition 
to reopen the Halifax case on any charge of 
fraud at which the British Government had 
connived—such as the inculpation of the 
Belgian Minister, who acted as one of the 
Commissioners—would excite special antag- 
onign, as England would be averse to ad- 
mitting anything of the kind. But Prof. 
Hind furnishes another basis for proceeding. 
He insists that the estimate of damages was 
made upon false tables of the fish-catch; that 
the tables included masses of fish which 
were expressly excluded by the Treaty of 
Washington; that #rgery and fraud were 
resorted to in order to swell the claim for 
damages. He claims that this statement can 
be verified by the records, and he appeals to 
English honesty and honor to make the nec- 
essary investigation to demonstrate whether 
he is right or wrong. Upon so confidenta 
statement as this, it only needs the determined 
insistance of the United States Government 
to bring the case to a rehearing. It is the duty 
of Mr. Blaine not merely to the American 
people, but to the principle of arbitration, to 
demand a reopening of the whole case. If 
arbitration is to be conducted upon the basis 
of fraud, and if fraud be permitted to stand 
after it has been exposed, then international 
conference may as well be abandoned as a 
substitute for war. 

THE REVISED NEW TESTAMENT. 

It has been officially announced that the 
revised New Testament is at last complet- 
ed and will be given to the public during 
the latter part of May. As to the necessity 
for the revision there has been a great deal 


of some 


of question. The very radical class of Chris- 


tlans, have looked upon it almost as sacri- 
legious to change the reading of a single 
text, and will undoubtedly subject the work 
when it appears to very sweeping and severe 
criticism. There is still another class whose 
objections have been of a sentimental char- 
acter. They do not want the old text dis- 
turbed, because it is sacred to them from 
long reading, close familiarity, and pleasant 
associations. With all its alleged errors, it 
has been a great comfort and a sufficient 
solace to them in lonely hours, and they have 
fancied that their fa@orit texts, which they 
have committed to memory, would lose some- 
thing of their spirit in a new dress. There 
remains still another class who undoubtedly 
would like to have the Bible modernized and 
conform to the style of modern books in its 
literary style, though this is opposed to the 
spirit of the so-called modern “ culchah ” 
which apes the antique however hideous or 
grotesque it may be. 

However people may view the fact of re- 
vision, there is one feature of the revision 
upon which they will all agree—namely : that 
the price at which it is proposed to sell the 
New Testament (twelve dollars) is an out- 
rageous one, and smacks of the overcharging 
ofa monopoly. Unless the new copy omits 


thought it possible “to get the Testament 
out in forty-eight hours if the first edition 
was allowed to pass with no more proof- 
reading than an ordinary novel received. In 
such a work as the New Testament, and es- 
pecially in the present case, when each 
change of a letter or a punctuation mark will 
be criticised, it is important that no typo 
graphical errors shall be allowed to pass.” 
In this work publishers will be greatly 
helped by the type-setting machines, each 
of which, under the manipulation of 
two men, will set 70,000 ems a day, 
and by the phototype process, which 
is thus described: “A dozen pages of the 
book to be reproduced are put in a frame 
and photographed. The negative is placed 
face down upon a bed of gelatine and pot- 
ash and exposed to the sun. Where the rays of 
the sun penetrate chemical action takes 
place which makes such parts soluble in 
water. A gelatine mold in thus obtained 
with each letter raised above the surface. 
Plaster is next run into this mold, and from 
the plaster cast an ordinary stereotype plate 
is made.” It is not a very great work to pre- 
pare the New Testament in a day, as a quin- 
tuple sheet of the size of Tux CHIcaco 
TRIBUNE contains nearly as many words. 
Those who desire the revision will therefore 
have no difficulty in securing it. If it has 
the value which the revisers claim for it, it 
ought to be a happy reflection for them that 
the facilities for cheap ptbiication will circu- 
late it broadcast almost “without money 
and without price.“

THE LAND BILL. 
DETAILS OF THE MEASURE. 
Special Cable. 

London, April 8—3 a. m.—The Land bill will 
differ in many respects from the accounts of it 
which dave already been published. The bill 
Welk. which will be in the hands of the members 
of Parliament to-morrow, will cover twenty- 
seven closely-printed folios. It is a serious 
art to solve the Irish question.

Mr. Gladstone then referred to the partial 
failure of the Land act of 1870, which he at- 
tributed mainiy, though not wholly, to the 
amendments which the Government had disap- 
proved. He then reviewed the reports of the 
Richmondand Bessborough Commissions, which, 
he deciared, notwithstanding conflicting author- 
ities and recommendations, had been of the 
greatest service to the Government. The Rich- 
mond Commission, with one dissentient, and the 
Bessborough Commission unanimously, agreed 
in recommending 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A COURT 

to deal with differences between landiord and 
tenant regarding rent. “ The two great ques- 
tions to be dealt with are, rst, the relation be- 
tween the landiofd and tenant in Ireland. and. 
second, the advances from the Public Ex- 
chequer.“ He deciared that never as a Minister 
had he submitted any measure witb a greater 
sense of the enormous moment of the topics 
and of the proposition involved; and he added 
that nothing that can be legitimately done by 
the Government for the promotion of legisla- 
tion shali we hesitate to do to procure the pass- 
ing of an effective measure to deal with the land 
question of Ireland.“ He then examined and 
justified in detail the principles of the measure, 
beginning with 
THE RIGHT .OF ASSIGNMENT OR FREE SALE, 
which he declared already existed by common 
law ana custom. Before the act of 1870 the in- 
terest which the tenant had to assign was 80 
small as to be worthless. Under that act the 
tenant's right in the shape of compensation for 
disturbance became something sensible and con- 
siderable. It had been recognized by every 
member of the Bessborough Commission. A 
minority of the Richard Commission acknowi- 
edged it, and the majority had nota word to say 
against it. He continued: The present bill 
does not introduce 

AN UNREGULATED TENANT-RIGHT. 
Provision is made for preventing it from pass- 
ing into extravagance, and for protecting the 
just rights of landlords by bringing into fair 
competition the tenant's right to assign and the 
landiord’s right to get what his land is reason- 
ably worth. The salient point and cardinal 
feature of the bill ls the institution of a Court 
to take cognizance of rent, and which will not 
be debarred from taking cognizance of tenure 
and assignment. There are strong grounds for 
making the resort to this Court 

OPTIONAL INSTEAD OF COMPULSORY. 

There may be tenants who do not desire the 
interferance of this Court. Every existing ten- 
ant might call in a court to fix the judicial rent 
for fifteen years, during which there couid be 
no change, no eviction except for breach of cer- 
tain specified covenant. The Ulster Custom” 
will remain as now at the tenant's option, but 
the tenant will have the protection of the gen- 
eral provisions of the bill for controlling the 
augmentation of rent. Power to contract out 
of the act” is given where the rent amounts to 
£200 yearly. The Court will have 
FINAL AUTHORITY OVER ALL LAND CASES. 

It is to consist of three persons, one of whom 
must be the Judge or ex-Judge of the Supreme 
Court. Its proper seat will be at‘Dablin, but 
extra Commissioners, and, if necessary, sub- 
Commissioners, may be appointed under control 
of the Central Commission. The Civil Bill Courts 
will be courts of the first instance. ‘It is pro- 
posed to assist tenants to purchase their dold- 
ings and invest the Courts with power to pur- 
chase lands from landiords desiring to sell and 
reseil them, retaining title as guarantee for re- 
payment and against subdivision. 

ADVANCES WILL BE MADE 
to owners, tenants, and solvent companies 
formed for purposes of reclaiming land or for 
other agricultural improvements, on condition 
that the advarices do not exceed the amounts the 
consumer has laid out on bis own behalf. Ad- 
vances will also be made to assist emigration. 
They will be under control of the Land Commis- 
siovers, subject to the consent of the Treasury, 
and be made either to colonial governments or 
to companies. It is 
NOT PROPOSED TO PLACE ANY LIMIT ON THESE 

ADVANCES 

beyond making them secure. 

Mr. Gladstone concluded by saying: “ Justice 
is to be the principle to guide Engiand in regard 
to Ireland.“ He completed his speech at 8 
o'clock, and was greeted with loud cheers on 
taking his seat. 

SIR STAFFORD NORTHCOTE AND MR. SHAW, 
member for Cork, stated that they did not in- 
tend to discuss the bill now.

THE CULMINATION 
of the Fourteenth Reunion was the banquet to- 
night at the Burnet House. 850 persons sat down 
to the tables, of whom not more than twenty 
were not members of the army during the War. 
The dining room was gorgeous with flags, many 
of them being battle flags of Ohio ments. 
The table decorations were profuse and signifi- 
cant, representing nearly all the implements of 
war, as well as the badges of the different army 
corps of the army of the Tennessee.

throughout the world. The War taught our- 
scives and the rest of mankind that faith in the 
fitness of the people to govern which is es- 
sential to the maintenance of free government 
here and to its adoption by other nations. Our 
increase in wea!th, population, territorial ex- 
tent, and in other elements of physical 
progress we directly trace to the triumph of 
the Union armies; but the statistical tabies 
which exhibit the strength of our country and 
its resources afford very inadequate means for 
measuring the progress we have made and are 
making by reason of the War.

A MUCH-NEEDED LESSON. 

In the hardest stress of the War the private 
soldier and the private citizen were often wiser 
and firmer than their leaders. The masterly 
leadership of President Lincoln was rooted in 
his perfect knowledge of the people and in his 
implicit trust to their heroic and enduring pa- 
triotism. On this rock the United States stands. 
Hereafter the strifes of purty and our politioal 
differences will hardly touch the fundamental 
principies, or even the forms, of our institu- 
ons. More and more the conflicts of 
will be over mere quesuons of admin- 
istration,—important questions, undoubted- 
ly, but they are not vital.

Ice has been running very thick all day, cover- 
ing the entire surface of the river, which is very 
wide. The gorges have broken above Sioux 
City, and a five-foot rise is reported coming 
down with a vast acoumuiation of ice. The ice 
now passing this point is very thick,—between 
two and three feet—and, ts grinding 
hard against our riprap, which is 
weakening. This moaning it broke above 
the smelting works, and is fast washing 
the riprap there. Fears are entertained for the 
smelting works, which have been entirely shut 
down. Water is running through the works. 
All the Union Pacific cars have been removed 
from the levee. The water has not touched the 
railroad shops yet, though the vicinity is all 
flooded. All the people living on the lowlands 
have removed to high ground. This afternoon 
Thaddeus Wren, Michael Cunningham, and 
Nicholas Keenan, Union Pacific teamsters, while 
rowing in a boat north of the smelting works, 
got into a curreat which was running down into 
the river, two feet lower, through the 
break in the riprap, and to save themselves 
they jumped into the water, but the current 
swept them off their feet, and carried them into 
the river among grinding cakes of ice. Wron 
was saved by clinging to the boat. Generai-Su- 
perintendent Clark, of the Union Pacific, who 
with others was standing on the riprap, stepped 
out on a cake of ice and reached him a pole and 
pulled him out. The othertwo men went un- 
der the ice and were drowned. The bodies were 
not recovered. 

A dispatch received here this evening states 
that the citizens of Covington left that town in 
a body this afternoon on a ferry-boat, and went 
across to Sioux City, leaving everything in their 
houses, which were fast being submerged.

The crown gave three rousing cheers for the

THE COMPANY, 
AN ADVANCE OF FIFTEEN PER CENT OF- 
FERED. 

There was more activity than usual in the 
down-town offices of the West Side Company. 
President Jones was on hand at the usual hour, 
and seemed to bé very much astonished that the 
men bad struck. He at once sent around for 
the Directors, and they gathered in his room 
and proceeded to deliberate. The following 
were present: Nathan Corwith, B. H. Camp- 
bell. W. H. Bradley, John A. Tyrrell, Jerome 
Beecher, S. B. Cobb, J. R. Jones. They were in 
session four hours. Mr. Turner, of the North 
Side Company, and Mr. Cobb, of the South Side 
one, were there. It was necessary that they 
should be consulted, since any action taken 
would be a precedent, and an advance on the 
West Side Road meant an advance on the other 
two, as all, it was claimed, pay substantially the 
same wages to their drivers and conductors. 
The resuit of the meeting was au agreement to 
pay 15 per cent additional,—tbree-quarters of 
what the men asked for, nothmg being said 
about day; that is, the increase was to apply on 
the trip-pay, which system was adhered to. 
Notices to this effect were prepared and sent to- 
the different barns to be posted so that the men 
could see them, and President Jones awaited the 
result. 

It the Company had been disposed it could 
have run ears on all the lines, as over 100 men— 
many of them experienced hands who had 
left the business and gone into some other— 
applied for situations during the day; and quite 
a number of those who stopped in the morning 
at the suggestion of their associates were will-

NO ANSWER FROM THE COMPANY. 

A few moments before the first cars should 
have left the Western avenue barn Mr. Swinar- 
ton, the Assistant Superintendent, came upon 
the scene. He asked the men not to leave, but 
to 

STAY THERE FOR AN HOUR 
until they might bear from the Company and 
see if some terms could not be made. They 
bung together and staid at the barn, but no 
answer came. An hour passed, and it was near- 
ly 8 o'clock before they left. 

There never was a quieter or more orderly 
strike inaugurated. The men were determined 
to stand together, to make no threats, but relied 
upon the justice of their cause, and they be- 
lieved that they had the sympathy of the public 
in their movement. They said that they had 
given the Company 

AMPLE NOTICE OF THEIR INTENTIONS. 
They had laid their grievances before its officials, 
but no one had deigned to make them a reply. 
Lately they had received no consideration 
whatever. Since Mr. Lake had been taken iil 
Mr. Swinarton and President Jones had run the 
men. They had been unjustly and arbitrarily 
treated by the President, who, instead of giving 
them an answer to their petition, bad simply re- 
plied by discharging old and 1 — men 
who had been faithful to the Company.

J. K. LAKE, 
A TALK WITH THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

During the afternoon the reporter also called 
at the residence of Mr. James. K. Lake, the 
Superintendent, at 161 Robey street. Mr. Lake 
was found in his room, a very sick man, though 
sitting up. He had been suffering from an at- 
tack of winter cholera, and, having gone out too 
soon he was the victim of a relapse, from which 
it may take him ten days to recover. Mr. Lake 
said that it had been stated in print that 
he was not ill. The reporter was present 
to see for himself. The men had his sympathy, 
and he believed that they should dave an ad- 
vance in wages. and had he been well enough ne 
would have iaid their case before the Board of 
Directors before this. Neither himself nor Mr. 
Jones, the President, had the power or authority 
to raise the wa of the men. It ali lay in the 
bands of the Board of Directors. The matter 
had been brought up by bimself some time a 
and, bad the men not taken this action a raise 
of wages would have come in the natural course 
of things. Had he been well he would have 
controlled the men. As a class they were honest, 
reliable, sober, and industrious, and they knew 
that he was tneir friend, and he would have 


stood by them. 

Mr. Lake was exceedingly worried at the turn 
matters had taken, and Mrs. Lake told the re- 
porter that he had been unapie to sleep the night 

revious because of the impending trouble. 

r. Lake did not know what had taken place in 
the pust two weeks, except what he had heard. 
He did not think that stablemen could be used 
torun the cars, and there were not enougt of 
them. He was only sorry he was confined to the 
house, and that he could not further enlighten 
the reporter. 

A gentieman well acquainted with the inside 
workings of the Company told a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday afternoon that if Mr. Luke had 
been well this trouble would not have been al- 
lowed to go so far. 

IT WOULD HAVE BEEN PREVENTED, 
ana there would have been no strike. The fact 
was, for the past three years the President had 
not always concerted with Mr. Lake as to the 
way of running affairs. Mr. Lake was enter- 
prising and progressive, and Mr. Jones was not 
so much so. Mr. Lake wanted to extend the 
lines wherever they were needed and dewanded, 
and it was through bis energy, in a great 
measure, that the Halsted street, Ogden avenue, 
Cunulport avenue, and West Tweifth street lines 
were built. Mr. Lake was anxious to build on 
Lake street, extend to Douglas and Central 
Parks, and met with opposition until the Com- 
pany was forced to accede to public demands 
and accept. ordinances upon terms which would 
not bave been the case had they anticipated the 
demands of the public. As it was, the Company 
had lost by its stubborness. 

The impression had generally gone abroad 
among the men that Mr. Lake bad been the 
cause of their not receiving an advance of wages. 
This is not the case. It was tearned yesterday 
from a reliable source that Mr. Fake advovated 
an advance in the wages of nen, and also 
their payment for full time for days when they 
could not make the reguiar number of trips 
allotted to each car. Mr. Lake has n a con- 
sistent friend of the employés, as well as a 
capabie and ag my servant of the Company. 
It has been his desire to keep up as nearly as 

ssibie with the public demands, but in this he 
— been overruled by higher authority. 


THE SOUTH SIDE. 
NY STRIKE PROBABLE. 

Last night a reporter took a trip on an Archer 
aveoue car, and was informed by the conductor 
that there was no prospect of a strike on the 
South Side. He said they had no serious griev- 
ances, nor in the event of a strike would there 
be any such solid and united action as mar«s 
the movement on the West Side. The driver, in 
reply toa question as to whether there was any 
disaffection on the South Side, stated that he 
knew of none, nor did he think a strike proba- 
ble. He thought it would be much more satis- 
factory to the men if they could be paid weekly 
or monthly wages, rather than by trips, but saw 
no necessity for a strike. 

Continuing his still-hunt, the reporter jumped 
aboard a Wabash avenue car and engaged the 
conductor iu conversation. He hoped the West 
Side men would gain their 12 but expressed 
the opinion that there would be no strike on the 
South Side. In reply toa question as to why he 
heid this opinion, he stated that the South Side 
Company was not so pig-headed as the West 
Side Company, and that it was always ready to 
listen to the wants of the men. Only last No- 
vember an advance bad been granted upon the 
simple petition of its. men. e thought that, 
while public feeling is wholly against the West 
Side Company, it would be different with the 
South, Side, and that a strike on the 
latter would have comparatively little general 
bucking. The driver remarked that they bad to 
work from fourteen to eighteen hours per day, 
but that these long hours enabled them to earn 
more money than was possible for the men on 
the West Side, and for this reason they would 
not be likely to strike. None of the employés 
knew anything of the rumor that a strike had 
been begun on the South Side and averted by 
an advance of wages on the part of the Com- 


pany. 

On a State street car going south last evening 
a TRIBUNE reporter found three men who for 
the enjoyment of their cigars had ed 
themselves on front platform.

GOOD-NATURED CROWDS, 

Not even the great snow-storm, which ina 
couple of hours rendered the raijis of the differ- 
ent street-car companies impracticabie, caused 
such a remarkable display of amateur pedes- 
trianism as that which was witnessed on the 
main thoroughfares of the West Side yesterday 
evening. It was bad enough in the morning

suspend the rules, and as the vote showed thir- 
ty-three Senators only in favor of the suspen- 
sion.—being one less than the required 
number. —the resolution went over until to- 
morrow morning at hailf-past 10 o'clock, when 
& vote will probably be had. There were many 
ladies present, who are confident the measure 
will pass. 

At the same time there wil! come up the prop- 
ositions for woman-suffrage and women being 
admitted to practice law, and several other pro- 
posed amendments to the State Constitution. 
The session therefore bids fair to be a very in- 
teresting one. 

While the prohibition amendment was holding 
the attention of the Senate, the House, after 
two or three speeches had been shot off, passed 
the Furnas joint resolution amending Sec. 2. 
Art. 2, of the Constitution. giving women the 
right to vote in the State at ail elections. The 
vote was, yeas, ; nays, 24. The announcement 
was received with cheers, the affirmative vote

The Chair stated that the object of the meet- 
ing was to consider the advisability of abolish- 
ing the present grades in flour entirely, or re- 
taining them.

OUT OF THE CALIFORNIA TRADE. 

It has ali along been maintained by Tax 
TRIBUNE that the new Pacific route via the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé and the Southern 
Pacific Railroads wouid never be of any value 
to shippers as a competing line for Pacific 
business, not so much because the new line was 
much longer to San Francisco than by the 
Union Pacific, but principally because the 
Southern Pacific is a Central Pacific institu- 
tion, and the Central Facile would force all 
Pacific business, or as much of it as it could 
control, via the Union Pacitic and its main line. 
Events have proven that THE TRIBUNE, as 
usual, has been correct in its prediction. 


. Yesterday dispatches were received here in- 


forming the roads running west from this 
city that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé bas 
withdrawn from ail freight traffic for California, 
Oregon, and Washington Territory. 

It seems that the new line commenced with a 
much larger patronuge than was anticipated by 
the Union Pacific, and Jay Gould thought it best 
to commence bulld operations early, and 

revent the new line trum achieving any popu- 
arity. Even before the new line was ovened, 
Gould succeeded in forcing it to pool the Cali- 
fornia business with the Union Pacific, retain- 
ing, of course, the lion's share for the latter 
route. But eveu the little that was allowed to 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé route, Gould 
thought was too much, and, as stated above, he 
has succeeded in preventing the new route from 
do any California or Pacific Coast business at 
all. It was never to be supposed that the Central 
Pacific would give the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé the same privileges and chances that it would 
the Union Pacific. The Union and Centra! Pacific 
Kvuads ure to all intents and purposes one con- 
cern, and it is only a quesdon of time when they 
will consolidate their interests or pool their 
business. in fact the arrangements for a con- 
soljdation were all perfected about six months 
ago, and but for the fear of unfavorable Con- 
gressional legisiation would then have been 
consummated. Although the Southern Pacific 
is owned bv the Gontral Pacific, yet itis to the 
interests of this line to force all the Pacific 
business via the Union Pacitic. The business 
that goes via the new route has to be hauled by 
the Central and Pacific Roads for inuch longer 
distances than that which it gets from the 
Union Pacitic at Ogden, and still its remunera- 
tion is the same. It is therefore but natural 
that the Central Pacific should work with 
the Union Pacific to prevent business goifig 
over the Southern route. As beretofore 
stated in those columns, the Central Pacine 
py Ave not build the Southern Pacific to 
afford a Pacific outlet to the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé, nor did this Company build south to 
form a Pacific route via the thern Pacific. 
The Southern Pacific was built east to make 
connection at El Paso with Gould's Texas Pa- 
cific and thus create a route from t acific to 
the Southwest and South, via a line that is con- 
trolled entirely by the Central Pacific and the 
Gould parties. and which is to run iu direct o 
position to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
route. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé built 
south, not for the purpose of connecting with 
the Southern Pacific, but to reach Guyun.as, on 
the Gulf of California, which will give it 
a short line to China, Japan, Ausiralia, 
and South American ports, and it 
also built to El Paso for the purpose of connect- 
ing there with the Mexican Central, which is to 
run direct to the City of Mexico. The Atchison. 
Topeka & Santa Fé people foresaw long ago 
that they could never hope to do any Pacilic 
business via the Southern Pacific Road, and 
therefore perfected arrangwemeuts with the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, which 
held a charter for building jointly the thirty- 
fifth parallel route known as the Atlantic & 
Pacific. This line will run direct from Albu- 
querane west to San Francisco and San Diego, 
t vuly two natural barbors in California. 
Nearly miles of this road are already com- 
pleted, and it is being extended at the rate of 
about two miles a day. In about eightecn 
months more this line will be completed to the 
Pacitic Coast, and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé will then have a through route 
to the Pacific that will, by building 
a cut-off from Dodge City or some other point 
on its main line to Albuquerque, to overcome 


‘the heavy grades aeross the Raton and Calisteo 


Mountains, be as short, and, as far as grades are 
concerned, much easier than the Union Pacific 
route. Until that time Gould will be able to 
control all the Pace business, as he virtually 
has the only available route to the Pacific const. 
It appears from the above dispatch that Gould 
concedes to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
the bulk of the Arizona business, but, as that is 
the direct and by hundreds of miles the shortest 
route to Arizona, this concession does not 
amount to much, for Gould could not prevent 
that business from going that way if he tried. 


NO CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT. 

A short time ago Commissioner Midgley, of 
the Southwestern Association, issued a circular 
announcing that so much of the tariff dated 
Jau. 1, 1881, as allows the rates quoted on busi- 
ness from Boston, New York, Philadelphia. and 
Baltimore to be applied at East St. Louis on all- 
rail business from Gulf points was withdrawn. 


The circular also stated that on and after April 
1 the local rates of the Association from St. 


Louis wiltapply at Mississippi River points on 


all business originating at Gulf points, received 
via railor river, and destined to or through 
Kansas City, Atebison, Leavenworth, or St. Jo- 
seph. These rates are 65-30-35-25-2), railroad 
and pig-iron in car lots $3 ver gross ton. 

This order seems to have disgruntied some 
parties in St. Louis, and Mr. Midgley has been 
repeatedly charged with having issued the order 
in the interest of Chicago. Now just the con- 
trary is the fact. The circular was issued to 
help St. Louis, and the St. Louis roads belonging 
to the Association give it their-hearty approval. 
The order was made necessary because it was 
found that much of the Gulf business was being 
directed from St. Louis, and was going via the 
New Orleacs & Pacific to Houstdn Texas, and 
thence by the Texas Central and Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas to Kansas City. The Cairo Short 
Line and the Iron Mountain were prevented 
from competing. und to enable them to bring 
the business by the regular channel to St. Louis 
the reguiar rates were withdrawn, and those 
roads permitted to make such rates as would 
get the business, adding of course, the arbitra- 
ries announced in the above circular. - 

The Chicano members of the Association are 
rather anxious that this business should go to 
St. Louis. They ‘are not afraid that the St. 
Louis road will pile up business. The Chicago 
Division has always been ahead in tonnage of 
the St. Louis lines, and paid over to the St. 
Louis and Hannibal Divisions over $330,000. The 
roads in the Association seem to be well satis- 
fied with the order, and the complaints seem to 
come ign roads outside of the Association.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were not active, but a movement took 
Place in St. Paul common which created a good 
Geal of alarm among the shorts. There were 
numerous transactions and a rise in price of 1X, 
of which & was afterwards lost. This stir in 
stocks was accom panied by reports that Woeris- 


| hoeffer had begun a new deal, and that the price 


would go up to 150 on its merits. It was pointed 
out that there were but $5,000 of stock per mile. 
The mileage is 4,000 miles, and, though 
the stocks and bonds make a formidable 
Sageregate, they are not heavy in pro- 
portion to the length of the road. 
Besides its mileage, the St. Paul Road owns a 
valuable asset in its equipment, which is a very 
good one.

As to the report about 
Woerishoeffer’s new deal, it does not agree with 
the general understanding that Woerishoeffer 
is the head of the pool already in the 
stock to the extent of 90,000 shares. Recent in- 
formahon about earnings is not encouraging. 
An increase is reported of $111,404 for the last 
week of March, and $16,325 for the entire month. 
The Heraid deciares it to be inconceivable and 
preposterous to imagive that the earnings for 
March, 1881 (during which time the entire line 
was under an embargo of snow and ice), should 
bave exceeded those of 1880 by $16,835, during 
which time the line was open from one end to 
the other. The Company's showing is bad 
enough. By that showing, with an increased 
mileage of about 1,500 miles, or 60 per cent, the 
month of March shows increased earnings of 
only $16,225, and for the three months ended 
March 31 an increase of only $187,279.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


braska—Status of the “Cause.”

LiIncoun, Neb., April 6.—It is interesting to 
note the progress of the woman's suffrage move- 
ment in Nebraska, as well as in other portions 
of the West, during the past few years.

“cause” lately, and it is stated that he will, 
some months prior to the election, stump the 
State in the interest of the movement. The 
Hon. R. M. Correil is another strong advocate of 
the rights of women in this particular.

Mysterious Disappearance of 860, 000 
Worth of Securities from 
His Safe. 


Interesting Intelligence from the Straits 
and from the Ice-Fields : 
Elsewhere. 


Work at Saugatuck—East Shore Piers 
Oarried Away—Local Jottings, and 
General Notes. 


AN OBITUARY WITH A SBENSA- 
TION. 


Capt. Orson Shepard, whose name must prove 
famil:ar to all who have been identified with the 
earlier years of navigation on the lakes, al- 
though he practically withdrew from their midst 
twenty years ago, died at Tonawanda on the 
26th of March, at the age of 70 years. Capt. 
Shepard commenced life on the lakes about the 
year 1821, in the schooner Bolivar. He attained 
his first command in 1830, when he was appointed 
Master of the schooner Geauga. Later on, the 
sidewheel steamer New York was completed, 
and he assumed command of ber. During one 
of the trips of this steamer, with a passenger 
list of not less than 150 persons, 
she caught fire and was threatened 
with destruction. In fact she would have been 
destroyed, and with her probably nearly all on 
board, had not Capt. Shepard jumped into the 
hold through flame and smoke, and after almost 
herculean exertion succeeded in putting the fire 
out. This incident was heraided throughout the 
country by the press and was the means of 
making the Captain one of the heroes of the day. 
Capt. Shepard then became the ownerof the 
sidewheel steamer Cleveland, and remained in 
commana of her until she was burned on Niag- 
ara River. Re afterward bought and com- 
manded the sidewheel steamer Bunker Hill, 
which was destroyed by fire on Niagara River 
also, at Tonawanda. In 1837 he built the schooner 
Cleveland, and fitted her out with a fore-and- 
aft rig,—the first on the lakes. The innovation 
excited much comment and criticism, as custom 
had placed the square rig in the front rank as 
the only feasible rig in existeace for large ves- 
sels. However, Capt. Shepard not only built the 
largest sail vessel on the lakes,—she had a car- 
rying capacity of 15,000 bushels,—but he boldly 
— the ware rig and adopted that 
which has since become 80 popular .instead. 
Her spars were so heavy that it was deemed un- 
wise to add topmasts; consequently she carried 
none. The Cieveland was the wonder of the 
day, and was the means of revolutionizmg ves- 
sel-rigs on our fresh waters. The last craft 
commanded by Capt. Shepard was the wrecking 
tug Relief, trom which he retired in 1855, after 
having sailed continuously sinoe 1821. 

In his earlier years Capt. Shepard was a man 
of generous impulses, but these gradually de- 
serted him with the advancing years until he 
at lust became. if not absolutely miserly, cer- 
tal..iy very secretive. He bh his wealth 
with the greatest caution, and seldom per- 
mitted any one to be present in his siceping- 
room when be had occasion to make a deposit 
in the safe which he kept there. Ordinarily 
such an allusion as the above would have been 
omitted from print. buta decidedly sensational 
feature connected with the demise of the 
Captain renders it necessary. He had the repu- 
tation of being of means aggregating 
fully $60,000, invested chietly in favorit railway 
securities, among which may be mentioned 
the New York Central, Rock Island. Union 
Pacific, and Michigan Central. with per- 
haps some Government bonds. He seldom kept 
alarge sum of money on hand uninvested, and 
was accredited with being cunping and sburp in 
business transactions. The securities were de- 
posited by him in the safe, it is supposed, as fast 
as purcha The combination which unlocked 
this treasure box was kept a profound secret by 
him. He had not been in good heaith for some 
twenty years, but bis Anal iliness was only of 
one 2 duration, and the day after he died, 
when his will was opened, it was found that 
specific bequests, amounting in the aggregate 
to about $13,000, and including one of 30.000 to 
the widow, had been made, and the balance of 
his estate was to be divided among all his heirs, 
share and share ali He had often said that 
as there were abouWthirty or thirty-two of his 
nephews and nieces, there would be enough to 
ive each of them $1,000 in addition to the 

les he had named. Before the funeral sev- 

eral nephews of the deceased concluded that the 
safe ought to be opened. Accordingly they sent for 
a locksmith, and upon bis putting in an appear- 
ance the parties named removed the safe to the 
ren and had the hinges of the safe cut off. 
hey then removed the safe into the sitting- 
room for examination, but were amazed to find 


oniy $10 in money therein. Stocks, 
bonds, and evertbi else of value 
which the receptacie w supposed 
to have coutained had disappeare&. It would be 


difficult to describe the despair of the mourning 
wife, and the surprise of the other heirs. Every 
effort was made to find the missing securities, 
but without success, andit was finally deter- 
mined to take the necessary legal steps for dis- 
covering the property. It appears that Clarissa 
Strong, an intelligent, quick-witted young 
woman of nineteen summers who had been em- 
ployed in the family of Mr. Shepard as a 
domestic, had been taken into his confidence as 
regarded his business affairs, and when his 
health became feeble attended to the buying 
and selling of stocks for him, and other similar 
business duties, all of which she seems to have 
performed with singular ability and shrewdness. 
She said she did not know the combination, and 
when the discovery of loss was at length 
made had no idea as to where 
the property had gone. Miss Strong 
was examined before Surrogate Ferris 
and gave her evidence in a straightforward 
maneaer, smilingly reciting the business transac- 
tions which she had conducted for the old gen- 
tleman. It was ber custom to get his mail, look 
after the buying and selling of stocks, nego- 
tiate bank paper, etc., through the Farmers’ & 
Mechanics’ Bank of Buffalo. She had frequent- 
ly taken documents from the safe for him, aid 
knew where he kept his money, but bad no 
knowledge of the combination. Mrs. Shepard, 
the widow, was also sworn. She seemed quite 
overcome with grief and anxiety. In the course 
of ber testimony, which was not ot much im- 
portance, she stated that her husband told her 
the combination by which to open the safe, but

It is now 
ro d to take the entire sufe apart, in the 
ope that it may lead to the discovery of a se- 
cret recess or hidi place that might have been 
especially arra for with the builders by the 
deceased. Pending all of this investigation and 
research, the finger of suspicion undoubtediy
